OUR. PARIS LETTER. 
(From Our,Oorrespondent,).- 
+ + Pern; March 24. 

There has been quite a three, days’ won-- 
dor inthe Anglo-American Colofy in Paris 
owing to the re-call of Mr-Storer, the 
United States Ambassador at Hungary- 
Austria, Mr and Mrs Storor haven house 
in Paris and are well-known here. It sp- 
pears that Mira Storer had been intrighiag 
at the Vatican to obtain the Cardinal's hat 
for Arohbishop Ireland, the Roman 
Catholic Archbishop in the United States, 
She wrote to President Roosevelt asking 
him—as it seems wag.done in the case of 
other American Candinals—to request the 
Pope to promote Archbishop Irelnnd. As 
coming from tho President it would have 


been regarded as a diplomatic service and: 


the hat would have’ been given. But 
Prorident Roosevelt. did not approve of 
the suggestion, not deeming it politic to 
interfere in what hé considered a purely 
ecclesiastical affair and he wrote to Mr 
Storer saying he could not accede to hor 
suggestion, but mentioning that he would 
like to seo the Archbishop clevated. Mrs 
Storer, as tho Ambassador's wife, montion- 
od tothe Papal Nuncio and other Diplomats 
that it waa the President’s dosire to sco 
Archbishop Ireland s Cardinal, and that he 
had ‘writton to that effect, buf that for 
political ressone he could not make his 
request’ directly to ‘the Vatican. This 
statement and intrigue - almost brought 
about the olevation of Archbishop Ireland, 
but the matter was brought indirectly to 
the President's notice.
